NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the following salaries are hereby 


fixed for the year 1989 with respect to the City's elected 


officials: 

THE MAYOR An increase of no more than three 
percent (3%) bringing the 1989 
maximum to $57,368.00 

COMMON COUNCIL An increase of no more than three 

MEMBERS percent (3%), bringing the 1989 
maximum to $10,120.00. 

CITY CLERK An increase of no more than three 
percent (3%), bringing the 1989 
maximum to $32,930. 

SECTION. 2. This Ordinance shall be published in 


accordance with I.C. 5-3-1-2, et seq., with the first 
publication at least thirty (30) days before final passage by 
Common Council. 

SECTION 3. That this Ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after its passage and any and all 
necessary approval by the Mayor and upon due publication
